— The city is in a eon 
dition of excitem'jnt over tho election of tho 
County Council. The issues atstake areof the 
gravest iinportan io. The Liberal and Radi- 
cal candidates ff..- the counoil are pledged 
to tho abolition by prudence of ground 
rents and other iiicasures that are highly 
obno.xious to tho landlord element. The 
partizans in favc;' of a Radical policy in 
dealing with (ha|'pr6hlems of Metropolitan 
administration i^^ro called "Progressists." 
Their antngoniatf are content to be called 
"Conaervutivea." The Progressists demand 
in addition to their form of ground rent 
system, the con! ' ol of the police force for 
the county cnuu il, tho regulation of water 
and gas, the tramways, the markets, etc. 
They wish in a word to have the County 
Council placed in the same position as the 
Government of an American city, without 
being hampered by the various divisions of 
authority that wrap London as in a net. 
The pronresaiouitis are in the majority in 
a majority in tho present council, their 
number being 70 against -IS of the Tories. 
Tho landlord element has been at work 
for weeks to ereato a public sentiment 
adverse to tlie Uidieal candidates, and to 
secure the re-ele.Jtion, under one pretext or 
another, of u council lliat will not interfere 
with things as tl.ey arc. A notable feature 
of to day's election is the active part taken 
by tho woin^in. Miss Kmma Cons 
is one of the most active. She 
is a woman of wealth but a thorough- 
going Itadical, and is a regular and welcome 
visitor to tho ho.ucs of the\poori'< She was 
elected ineinbcr of the county - coancil for 
South liondon, and provied ah earnest .and 
useful member of that body until her seat 
was declared vacant -by"' the courts. The 
Tories were instrumental in the steps which 
led to Miss Cons ahd Misa Cobb being de- 
clared inellgiblei and it was evident, to-day, 
that the womeh|reineniberhd this fact. The 
newspapers, devote 'whole pages to the 
struggle, and wthe weather is favorable, an

The results of "-'to-day's election of the 
members of th'e London County Council, 
was not certain up to alate hour, this even- 
ing. The inter.o.^;, in. the outcome, ia very 
great. Tho general belief is, that the Pro- 
gressives have gained the day. If so, this 
foreshadows a Liberal victory in 
London at the general elections. 
When a Conservative Government f^avo 
ita sanction to the bill, authorising 
the creation of county councils, it was be- 
lieved that the Tories were assured of u 
small majority in tho new body. Hence 
the insertion of a claim empowering their 
council to appoint 19 aldermen. This claim 
proved a boomerang on account of the un- 
expected victory of tlio Liberals.

Mr. Gladstone seems to be rejuvenated 
by his sojourn in the south of France. Alert 
and sprightly in gait, he tells his friefids he 
is a wonder to himself. With Gladstone's 
return, tho toctios of the Opposition are 
changed. Sir William Vernon Harcourt's 
policy of trying to force dissolution by wor- 
ry and obstruction has been abandoned. 
Mr. Gladstone Inirried back owing to Har- 
court not accepting instructions to refrain 
from appearing d'iairons to hasten action on 
the part of the Government. 

Before ICaster Mr. (iladstonc proposes to 
ask the Government to dcchiro its intention 
in regard to the duration of Parliament. 
Secure upon the result of an appeal to the 
country, he has adviacd his colleagues to 
give tlie ministers rope and let tlie elec- 
torate bo impressed with ilie spectacle of 
the Conservative regime expiriiif; by gradual 
decomposition.

Lowther 
said the British representatives and tho 
American minister to tho Porte were acting 
in complete accord.

An cxperiencce Scotch whaler, Captain 
Gray, of Felerlinad, bus obtained funds 
ehieily subscribed in Scotland, to equip two 
vessels for Antartic explorations, IJr. Nor- 
denskjold, son of the well-known explorer, 
is the scientist of the expuditiou. Besides 
exploration, tho cnterpriso has a financial 
si<lo. It will cost to equip the vosaela HiH,- 
000, but it is hoped £15,000 will be realized 
from oil and whalebone. 

iililTISir MAllTS I.V TJIIUKT. 

The government of India has concluded a 
treaty with China us suzerain over Thibet, 
providing for the formation of British marts 
williln 'J'liibot. Under tlio treaty caravans 
will be allowed to pass freely via the passes 
into tlio Tliibatan valleys, and customs 
stations will bo created. The treaty is con- 
sidered a happy stroke of Ikilish diplo- 
macy, equivalent to tho capture of tbo trade 
of these districts, which have hitherto been 
closed to commerce.

The Duo do Rochefoucanlt and bride 
(furnierly Misa Mattie Mitchell, daughter 



of Senator Mitchell ,-,o|'. Oregon) .^liave re 
turned to Paris frbm'^t^iri'honeymdon' tonr 
and are stopping'atvthe/Hotel^Cpntihental. 
It is reported that'^^tHe.diitq'B'ilarg^lestato at 
Montrait is in'the,market4,<:illi.i8 one of the 
oldest as well ais the loveliest' in Franco, and 
many historical associations cluster around 
it. It has never been out of tho Roclicfou- 
cault family. Despite all statements to the 
contrary it is known that the dowager duch- 
ess alouo conseutid to tho marriage, all tho 
other member's of tho due's family opposing 
it, and they still refn.-'e to receive the couple. 
anxii;tv in- jieqard 46' obeeoe. 
The Greek bondholders are more anxious 
than they care to acknowledge about the 
condition of aifuira in tho Utile kingdom. 
There is evidence that tho press telegrama 
do not tell the whole story, and they are 
probably (subject to a critical censorship, 
somewhat after the fashion of St. Peters- 
burg. Private and ' biisiiiieBS adrio'es^ from 
Athens state that the condition of alFairs ia 
ej^tromely feverish, and that, while order 
prevails, there may be an outbreuk at any 
moment. The pledge of the majority o( the 
Boulc to support the King does not amount 
to nmcb, if, mdeedj such a 'pledge has been 
given, The Greeks have, shown in formor 
uprisings that they are capable of consider- 
able duplicity when they whish to lull the 
apprehensions of those that they are about 
to strike. If a conspiracy is on foot against 
King Giorgios, aa tho numerous reported ar- 
rests indicate, tho conspirators are not like- 
ly to warn tho King in advance. 

COIi. NOUTIl'S AMWTION. 

Col. North, tho nitrate king, M'ho has 
been a prominent figure in Chilian affairs, 
is ambitious to go to Parliament, and will 
probably be put up as the Tory candidate 
for StafTordshire. Col. North does not 
make much progress in a social way, his 
triumphs being confined to horses, doga 
and nitrate, and he thinks that if he 
can get a seat in parliament, and bo liberal 
enough with his millions, he may secure a 
ceruge. . -This is said to be' tbo height of his 
ambition. '.The Prince of Wiues yoea 
not take;' Icindly to him, and a story 
is told. that . -when Col. North was first 
introduced to his Royal Highness, tbo Princo 
insisted on making him tell all about the 
nitrate deposits from which ho derived his 
fortune, and ^ this, in tho presence of half a 
dozen Dukes and others, who richly on- 
joyed tho confusion of the parveau. 

CI.ADSTO.NIAN VICTORV. 

Mr. Evans Broad, from tho Southern 
division of Derbyahiro is a gratifying vic- 
tory for tho Liberals. The district is not 
only held, but the veto increased notwith- 
standing tho earnest eiibrta of the Unionists 
from the; Duke of Derbyshire down -to the 
Lord of Fort Manor, Mr. Beregfor'd 'V. 
Melville, who was himself the Cons'ervative 
candidate., Mr, Broad,; is a dey-bted fol- 
lower and. admirer of. Mr.^Gladstone, and is 
pledged to Irish- Home Rule as well as to 
the Liberal programme of reform in Great 
Britain. 

DEFK.NSK OF AnClIUISlIOI' inELAND, 

The article in the Moniteur di Roma, sus- 
taining Archbithop Ireland against his 
oalumniator.''i is freely commented on by 
ecclesiastics everywhere. Some go so fur 
aa to say that it ia the most important ut- 
terance emanating from tho 'Vatican during 
tho present generation, and that it pro- 
claims an entire abandonment on the part 
of the Church, of anything like an attitude 
of opposition to tho progress of Republican 
institutiona. The fact that one point of 
attack upon Archbishop Ireland was his 
libc-rality on tho educational question, an<l 
that tho Pope in tho inspired, or dictated 
article, in the !Moniteur declares that the 
Archbishop is in entire accordance with the 
views of Leo himself, ia regarded as es- 
pecially eignillcant. 

AN' i;.\ri,OSlVK ALTAR CANDIJ:. 

A despatch from San Sebastieu, Spain, 
states that a lady presented to one of tho 
churches there a huge candle, weighing CO 
pounds, to be burned during Lent. It was 
xplaiiied tliat the candle was intended to 
furnish light throughout tlio exact lenten 
period. The gift was suitably acknowledged 
in the presence of an ininienbc congregation, 
and theaaoribtan proceeded to light tlie candle, 
but there^EComed to be some fault in ita con- 
struction, as tho wick failed to remain 
alight, After three futilo attempts 
had been made the oOiciating priest, 
booo'ming suspicions that something was 
wrong, ordered that tho candle be removed 
and examined. 'This being done, the start- 
ling discovery was made that the interior of 
the candle wasfilled with powerful explosives. 

-Advices, to-night, from Darmstadt, report 
tho Gr<ind Duke of Hesse's condition as 
almost hopeless. Tbo patjent posses from 
one fainting spell into another, and, during 
his conscious moments, is convulsed with 
fits of coughing and obokmg.

ruUtlcal Excitement at Fevisr Heat — The 
li^arthanitkes Bllll Oentlnne. 

San FiiANCisco, March 5. — According to 
advices received by S.S. City of Peking, 
which arrived from Hongkong and Yoko- 
hama, this afternoon, political excitement 
in Japan was at fever heat when the vessel 
sailed. In tho provinces, there have been 
many collisions bet -i-eci the constituents of 
tho dilTereut parties, in which swords, 
pistols aud sticks were freely used. 
The meetings have been broken up 
and tho agitators severely handled 
JIany people have been wounded, and ar- 
rests by wholesale have taken place. Aa 
nn instance of the bitter feeling tho follow- 
ing may be given : A steamer, carrying 
about forty ineinbers of one of tho parties, 
attempted to land her passengers at Sngon, 
but a body of their opponents, numbering 
several hundred, met thein witb^ ball cart- 
ridges. The vessel, started for Shimoda, 
where she met a similar reception. It was 
found ne.cessaryto retunt'toSiizaki, whence 
aho had started. 

From two to six earthquake shocka con- 
tinue to be felt daily, in the localities where 
the groat earthquake was felt last Ootobor.

Ottawa, March fl. — Notification hoe boon 
made to-day of the abolition of the frank- 
ing privilege on the.private o.orrespondenco 
of tho civil service after the 15t;h iiist. No 
letters addressed to clerks personally on 
which postage is duo will bo delivered un- 
til the poatage is paid. The notification 
caused consternation in the Government 
departments. Some young lady clerks 
were moved to tears. Any clerks caught 
using official envelopes for private correa- 
pondeaeo subject themselvca to suspension 
or dismissal. It is expected this bill is the 
precuraer of the abolition of tho franking 
privileges of members of Parliament. 

^ilr. Campbell, immigration commisaioner, 
has prepared a pamphlet for circulation em- 
bodying the views of the Dakota delegates 
who visited Manitoba and the Territories, 
last year. It is expected to materially as- 
sist migratory movements from Dakota to 
our territory during the coming season. 

Postmaster-General Wuuamaker haa naked 
for information with reforenco to the al- 
leged assumption by the Canadian Govern- 
ment of tho telfigroph linssof the Dominion. 
The United States Government proposes to 
establish a national system of telegraphy in 
connection with tlio Post Oifico department.

"Whereas, tho seotiou of the province 
known as Kootenay Lake country, a section 
where iho ouo iudu^itry, mining, if develr 
oped, would add materially to the weultb 
of tho whole province ; 

"And Hlieieaa, the development of that 
industry is not only greatly retarded, but 
made op|Jicssively c.\-pensivo by tho closing 
of all transportation routes for from four to 
five monlh^i in the year ; 

" And whereas rtlitf can only bo brought 
about by the buililing of railways that will 
connect tho mining camps in tho lake 
country with railway eysioms alrojdy iu 
oppralion to the north and to tho south ; 

Aud w hereuB, tho immediate coustruo- 
tion of such conno jtion depends to a grealj 
fxtoLt on Provincial and Dominion Kgis- 
iubion ; 

" Therefore be it resolved that it is tho 
sense of tho people of tho Nelson niiiiing 
district, of West iCooteuay, that iho Legis- 
lative Assembly of Uritioh Cilumbi* wi 1 b> 
justing in the best iutorosts of tho people of 



the province if reasonabto aid is extended 
lo radway companies that .will guarantee 
the building of these conuect ions ut an oarly 
day; provided, however, that the aid ox 
b' hdud is' not grants^of land, other thnh 
alternate sections, of nob. to exceed 5,000 
acres to the mile, suoh^sebtions in all cases 
to be taken from landir.Iytng along the line 
of railway so built, and that the right to the 
minerals in tlie lands granted, as well us the 
surface 'ritlhts allowed under the provision 
of the mineral aitd placer acts, shall remain

Tho Miner. 

On examining the records at Nelson, no 
such claim as tho "Silver Priuca" wua 
found. A- company was organized in Spo 
kano to work it. 

Mr. Fiiz3tubl)3, who at one time was the 
do jure government, agent in West Koote 
nay, is reported to be tn S-n Francisco f r 
medical treatment. The people hero would 
like to SCO a de facto agent- appointed. 

Pat Noonan, from Pilot Bay, reports the 
timber of tho outer wharf at tlie smelter site 
nearly all in place ; when all in. work will 
then be conimenced on 'the inner wharf. 
Work is also being dono ou tho boardiog- 
house aud oitice. The store building for the 
Galena Trading Company is well under way. 
About thirty men arc employed. 

But litllt) is definitely known as to when 
navigation on either the Columbia or Koote- 
nay rivers will be resumed. Tho Columbia 
is lietwccn four and live feet lower than 
when tho Lytton stopped running, last fall, 
and is still filling. When at Little Dalles 
recently. Captain Troup is reported as aay- 
ing that tho Lytton would bo in thoroujh 
repair by tho 12lh of M.irch, and that slio 
won d bo able to run up to liob-on with 
eighteen inches more water than wliafc was 
then in tho river. Other atoamboatmeu 
doubt whether tho Lytton has sullioient 
power to bo able to make tho lun over the 
rapids in low water. Men are removing 
obstructions to navigation at Rook Island 
and at Tincup rapids. The track of tho 
Columbia t Kootenay will bo all right at 
any time after the management is notified 
that the steamboat is ready to make regu- 
lar trips. On tho Kooteuay, tho ice is soli't 
for long stretches, and the Spokane is not 
likely to leave her wharf at I'ouuer'a Ferry 
earlier than the 20th of March. 

In making appropriations for Weat Koote- 
nay district, the g ivernmont should ni^ko a 
lump appropriation for roads, bridges/a'Dd 
trails. A road or trail that mny appear 
necessary in mid-winter m^y nob he needt d 
in inid aummer, when the funds are avtiil- 
»blo ; and in niid summer roads and trails 
that were not thought of iu mid-winter may 
bo actually needed. There is nothing sec- 
tional in this way of dealing with appropri- 
ations, and no mon>y is expended ou works 
that arc nob actually, iieedtd^ .'The same is 
tine in a great measure as regards appro- 
priations for public buildings. While Nel- 
s'ln is now the most important town in the 
district and its center of population, some 
other town may ba in iro c nlral 
within a year. In fact, it ii di bat;- 
alilo whether tho prtsont division 
of Kootenay is the beat that cuuhl be made. 
Koiit nay district sliould be mudo into two 
ili-tricta whose dividing lino shuuld ba an 
eait and we-t one, not a north and south 
Olio. Tho population of the norihern por- 
tion of Kootenay ii mainly in the tnnns 
along ihi! line of tlio C mad. an I'ucifi ; Kiil- 
way, nn'y a am ill percentage being in ihe 
seti Icnienta nnii milling cainpitotlie .souili 
of Oolden. IDonalil ia near th-; C' ntro of i he 
district, and ulreaily is well prnvi led w th 
(iovei ini ent buildin>;B -and oliieiuls. Tne 
bulk of the population of the eon hern [loi - 
tion of Kootenay is in lli-! mini'ig tuwiis and 
o.nips on Kootmay Luke, Nibnn iirobahly 
being as near the emtio of pnpnlai ion us 
any other point, and the moat i.cjisidj c.

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COULD NOT HELP IT. 

: It seems impossible for Mr. Wilmot, tho 
-Chairman of the Fishery Commission, to 
:get rid of his eastern ideas with respect to 
•almon fisbiug.;: He apparently cannot real 
ize that the' conditions of the salmon fishery 
on the eastern side of tlie continent aro alto- 
gether diSerent from those of the salmon 
fishery on this Pacific coast. At one of the 
meetings of the Commission ho is represent 
ed as asking a witness if any attempt liad 
been made to oateh spring 8»lmon on the 
Skeena with a fly. " I ask those' questions, " 
he ia reported to liave said, "because I am 
aware that fly-fishing on tho Rostigoucho ia 
let for an annual rental of .SIO.OOO, §20,000 
or 530,000, and I cannot help conaidering 
that if your salmon should be found to take 
- the fly you would have no difSculty in let 
ting your rivers at similarly high rentals, 
It is not so many years ago that tho Resti 
gouolio was first known as a fly-fishing river." 

Precisely, the Cliairman of the Coniniis 
sion could not help con-tidc?-iiir/ what a fine 
thing it would be for a few gentleman fish- 
ermen if-the Skeena salmon eoald only be 
tempted to rise to the fly, add he could nol 
help forgetting that the millions of salmon 
that swarm up that river give employment 
to hundreds of industrious poor men and 
women, and offord a fine field for the enter- 
prise of British Columbian capitalists. The 
Skeena Uiver, even now, contributes many 
times thirty thousand dollars a year to the 
jnainteuanco of the people of this province, 
and yet the Chairman of the Fishery Com- 
mission would sacrifice tlio whole of* this 
prosperous and growing branch of tho in- 
dustry of the province, in order that 
A lew millionaire sportsmen from Eng- 
land, the United States, and, perhaps, East- 
ern Canada, might be able to enjoy two 
or three months fly-fisbing in each year. 
Wo are astonished to see that there is any 
one in British Columbia so unutterably 
silly, so totally blind to tho true | interests 
•of this province, as to approve of Mr. Wil- 
mot's absurd suggestion. Such an in- 
oapacity to take in nev ideas and to appre- 
ciate altered conditions as this fly-fishing 
suggestion displays, must surely be phe- 
uotiional. Unfortunately this is not the 
only mutter in which Mr. Wilmot "cannot 
'help considering" that there is no difference 
^between the conditions under which the 
'■salmon fishery is prosecuted in British 
Columbia and those under which it is car- 
ried on in Eastern Canada. He is right, ho 
cannot help his inability to ikdapt himself 
to a new environment. 



place in Canada. Australia has been built 
up by immigrants. Tho very men who are 
now protesting against importing- labor, 
came but a few years ago to the Jcountry 
with no other capital than thoir ability to 
labor. 

But change has been coming over the 
immigration to the new countries during 
the past few.years. A largo proportion of 
the immigrants now instead of going to work 
on farms ol-'mities or wherever there is rough 
%vork to be clone, ditficulties to be overcome 
and hartlaliipa to no endurod, crowd into tho 
cities looking for a soft job. The couso- 
quonce is that tho cities are crowded and 
the labor market oppeara to bo glutted; but 
tho devolnpmeut of the country's resources 
does not go on at tho old rate. If tho labor 
was properly distributed there would bo 
work enougli for all and for as many as 
could come. But it is congested in the 
centres of population, and hence 'the cry 
that there are people enough in the country. 
But if ono looks around and sees how few of 
tho rojources of tho colonics have been de- 
veloped and how many thoro are waiting for 
development, he wonders at this newly- 
formed jealousy of strangers. Tliis is tho 
cose in Queensland and other parts of Aus- 
tralia as well as in Canada. There is room 
enough for all and plenty to spare, but a 
better distribution is needed. Besides, tho 
courage, the energy, and tho stout-hearted- 
nesa of the early immigrants are wanted. 



MODERATE AND CONSIDERATE. 

Tho way in which tho Emperor of Ger- 
many lias treated tho riotors, who not only 
disturbed the peace of Berlin but insulted 
him personally, shows that he is a judicious, 
a forbearing, a sober-niinded ruler. Hud 
ho been tho imperious, vindioti%'e man which 
he has been depicted liy bis 'enemies, ho 
would have iiad largo numbers of tho social- 
istic rioters soveroly punished. As it is, 
comparatively fow.have been even arrested, 
and the punishment of those of - them that 
have been convicted appears to be remark- 
ably mild. 

We are not surprised to see that the Em- 
peror is now moro popular than he was Iin- 
foro tho riot took place. Ho goes about 
without an escort, and ho is cheered by the 
people wherever he appears. The young 
Emperor has, no doubt, high ideas both of 
bis position and bis. authority, but it is be- 
coming abundantly oleKr that, as a ruler, he 
is moderate, even to gentleness, and that he 
loves his people with a strong afFection. 
Tho object of his life is to do them good, 
and what are regarded as his mistakes hivo 
their origin in his desire to make them bet- 
tor and to.improve. their condition. If his 
government is' paternal, it'is paternal in the 
best sense. He desires to bo the Father of 
his People, and to deserve that title he ap- 
pears resolved to treat them as liis children. 
He i?, as wo have seen in this matter of the 
Berlin riot, gentle oven to those who have 
committed a serious offence against the 
peace of the community, and who have 
treated him to his face with disrespect. 



A STRANGE POLICY. 

Tho Government of (Jucciialand has deter- 
mined to prohibit immigration for a time. 
This seems a singular thing for the povern- 
nieht of ia hew country to do. In such a 
country the word has been hitherto " the 
more the merrier." But there has been in 
Australia for sonio time a joalousy of now 
comers. Tlie working in':n, who are myro 
powerful there than they appear to be any- 
where else, have come to believe that im- 
migration makes employment scarce and 
wages low. They, consequently, have used 
their influenoe to check immigration, and 
now we see that, in ouo of the colonies, it 
is prohibited altogether. 

This is very different from tho policy 
-adopted by the most prosperous, ,08 well as 
tho most progressive now country in the 
world. The United States did not arrive 
at its present pitcli of prosperity by 
keeping people out of tho country, hut by 
encouraging them to come into it. They 
made men from every lond welcome, and it 
is really astonishing to observe how aoon 
they become Americanized. The now- 
oomers went to work, they tilled tho land, 
-they built railways, they enlarged tho old 
oities and built new ones, they cut canals, 
they filled workshops and factories, and 
made changes in tho country that appear to 
bo little less thiin miraculous. Tho same 
changes, though in a less degree, luive taken 



A PECULIAR TRAFFIC.

Ordinary Ss; only one 
co])y, unprcached 10s. extra; special, one 
guinea. Rev. Z., etc." 

The words " None but clergymen need 
apply " aro added to some of the sermons 
written expressly to bo smuggled into pul- 
pits by incompetent, luzy and dishonest 
clergymen. Some of these sermons are very 
cheap iudoed. .Sermons in clear MS. litho- 
graphy are sold as cheap as one shilling and 
sixpence each, with u circular thrown in; 
and another advertiser, who, it appears, 
runs a 'Sermon factory, offers to sell 500 
lithographed MS. sermons, well suited for a 
village congregation for tho small sum of 
five pounds. Who would go to the trouble 
of composing sermons when he can get a 
five years' supply for a pound a-ycar ? 

The reviewer, the Bev. Mr. Johns, tells 
his readers, how it' is that Ihereis a de- 
mand for these sermons, and how the trafSo' 
in them is kept up : — 

"A young man," ho says, "of tlie mature 
ago of twenty-live years, fresii from college 
'full of Greek,' it may bo, and of sound 
views of the middle voice, enough Latin, 
abundant mathematics, and alittlo divinity, 
is suddenly pUnigod into the full tido of 
parish work, and called upon to produce a 
series of concise, pointed essays, on topics 
of most vital import. Ho has never written 
a sermon in )iis life, far less preached one ; 
but now, in the oourao of a single year, ha 
must achieve from fifty to a hundred — 
sound, luu'inous and exhaustive — on such 
light and easy topics as sin, eternity, tho 
soul, human nature, life, death, God, lioli- 
ness, heaven, hell. Is it any wonder that 
ho fails ? Too often tho work is a task and 
if any duty ia once felt as a task the 
issue must bo fatal. Lack of inclination, 
real or fancied lack of ability, above all, 
lack of time, will soon drive a man to pro- 
cure, elsewhere, that which should be the 
fruit of his own toil, the child of hia own 
brains. And, unhappily for tho shepherd 
in this forlorn condition, and still mure un- 
happily for his flock, he can got what he 
needs ut a moment's notice, an abundant 
supply, at any cost ranging from ninoponce 



to a guinea for eaoh discourse. Tho supply 
is even more unlimited than the demand, and 
when ones 'Egenus' has had recourno to 
this source of inspiration, it is all over with 
him." . 

It must bo admitted, however, that pul- 
pit plagiarism is not by any nioano a now 
ofTcnce, It was common in tho days of tho 
I^et Cowper, for this ia how ho deaoribos 
the buyer or the stealer of sermons : — 

"Tho tblngs that mount tho pulpit with a skip. 
And (hen skip down nRnin ; (jivu out a text 

Cry Hom! amlreadiim what Ihcu never wrote. 
Just forty minutes luiildlis up Lliclr worU, 

And with a well bred \s Ul-ipor oloso llio scuno." 

There is, of course, no truflio in sermons 
on this side of the Atlantic. The sermons 
preached in America are all presumed to bo 

original. Somo of them, indeed, too original 
for intelligent people witli old-fashioned 
notions of reverence. Tho shocked and dis- 
gusted licarora might well wish that tho 
conceited, coarse and self-satisfied preacher 
had access to the lithographed : manuscript 
aermons to be purchased in England for a 
shilling or two, for they, though flat, stole 
and unprofitable, are atony rate decent. If 
the Rev.-reviower heard u few of the original 
Ameri.'an sermons that have of late years 
become popular with certain classes on this 
side of the Atlantic, be would come to the 
conclusion that thero are worse discourses, 
by far, than tho purchased ones which tho 
ptupid and disingenuous Egenua palm off on 
tho alumbcring and unsuspicious Hodge aa 
his own.

THE STANDARD THEATRE. 

Conviction of the Cliy Police Uaslstrato Set 
Aside. 

The conviction of Mr. E. J. Perry, for 
selling liquor without a license at the 
premises known as the Standard Theatre, 
was, yesterday, appealed to the Chief Jus- 
tice, Sir M. B. Begbie, presiding iu the 
County Court, and tho decision of the Police 
Magistrate was, by him, set aside, the 
order being made that each party pay his 
own costs. 

Mr. S. P. Slills appeared for the appeal, 
and Mr. D. M. Eborts on behalf of tho 
city. 

.Counsel for Mr.^I'erry contendod, as at 
the Police Court hearing, that tho license 
could not legally bo dealt with by the Com- 
missioners at the time the^ ..considered it 
and' cancellod.'it— the meeting did not come 
within the meaning of the statute as the 
"next" meeting.' , If tho license was not in 
existence on January 1st, why did the 
Board cancel it on January 4th t- Whether 
tho license had expired or. not ttt the - time 
of the sales of liquor epmplatned' of, the 
temporary permit and the receipt for the 
§100 paid were in existence, and^ should 
protect Mr. Perry, who acted in a bona Jide 
manner throughout, from penal conse- 
quences. In other words, the tlieatre pro- 
prietor was selling under u claim of right, 
which was entitled to respect. 

Having beard evidence and argunient Sir 
Matthew found himself in a position, which 
ia capable of illustration with dn anecdote. 
In his student days the learned Chief Jus- 
tice of British Columbia had for an inatruc- 
tor an eminent ICnglish barrister, who, while 
sound in his nrgunicnt and well read in the 
law, lucked conlidenee in himself. Hence 
his opinions, which were much sought after, 
were pretty sure to bo qualified. An opin- 
ion was one day brought to the students' 
table for discussion, and on opening it 
Jlr. gave a cry of astonishment — 

" Why, this is strange," ho remarked, 

" Mr. stirts off with ' I am decidedly 

of opinion ' " — 

The amazement was generally expressed, 
and the surprise of tho party was only ter- 
minated when the spokesman continued to 
read — 

" That this is a very doubtful case." 

Tho Standard theatre case waso open to 
many opinions, but as it was not evident 
that Mr. Perry had intended to do any 
wrong or commit any act not strictly legal 
the appeal was set aside, each Kparty- paying 
his own costs.- ■ . ..^ r

THE B.IG DEAL CLOSED. 

Puget Sound CapltiiUBts Invest In British 
Columbia Timber Interests. 

The big deal in British Columbia timber 
and saw mill properties, referred to several 
days ago, was consummated, yesterday, 
when .Mr. L. H. Northey, acting for him- 
self and Senator Drumm, Mr. W. B. Allan, 
Mr. P. A. Paulson, and Mr. B. Carmody, 
entered into an a^jrecment with Mr. W. P. 
Sayward, of thia city, to purchaao his big 
uiill, in operation at Rock Bay, his timber 
limits coniprising some 15,000 acres on 
■Vancouver Island, his Btoamers, and all the 
other parophenalia of tho immense bnai- 
nes.9, which is one of the oTdeat oatablisbed 
and most important in British Columbia. 

The contract figure is not yet, made .pub- 
lic, but it is understood to betn'thO neigh- 
borhood of §350,000. The company pur- 
chasing are allowed until the first day of 
May to'iibpect the timber, which has not 
yet been thoroughly examined, and then 
Mr, Sayword is to have sixty days in which 
to wind up affairs. 

The acquisition of the Sayward property 
will give MrJ'Northey and his associutos 
50,000 acres of timber land in this province, 
and their Intention is, as soon as thoy 
take possession, to proceed with tho erection 
ot a thoroughly and modernly equipped 
mill in this city, capable of cutting not less 
that 180,000 feet per diem.

Tho license 
was refused and my luoufy returned, Mr. 
Mowat inforniini; mo that there were no 
regulations for tishiiig, with the exception 
'of fishing for sulmoiiJ'" Acting on thia in- 
formiition,tI thought I wa3 perfectly sife in 
going to the mouth of the Cowiehan, a mile 
off shore, and lidhin)r. For this I was fined 
$22, for which I produce recdipts. Why I 
was fined I don't know. I was fishing in 
salt Water and deep water. We uao a 
seine bag net fifty fathoms from sfiore. 
Unless we uxed a bag net \io coiikl not 
cat.}h smull'fiBh at all. 

A conversation ihcn cn-vKd concerning 
tho p'>Her of the Minister of ^larino uml 
Fisheries to niulio new regulations at uny 
time he pleased. Tlio Cliairnian expressiil 
the adv a ibility of liavii g laws niadereg ird- 
ing the UsO of eumll nets, in order lo jjre- 
vent the lotul aliolitioii of tho smiill liaii 
trade, and, on .Mr. HIggins isliing what, iho 
men were going to do in thu mciiniime, Mr. 
Wilinot replied that ho fupp -aed they might 
go on doing us at picaenl until goina regu- 
lations were njude. 

\\ imehs continuing ; Tho bag ia oro inch 
meah. We don'Dg. t iniiiy am ill fisli in the 
harbor now. A great many little fish come 
from Taeoma. A salmon trout is not by 
any means a young Sidmon. Sinee I v.'us 
fined fur using a hag net wo have hud a very 
poor time, und liuvo niadu few hauls. Wo 
never leave very small fish to dio on tho 
shores. They get out while we are dragging 
the nets aihoie. We catch flounders, to ea, 
perch, smelts, cod of all kinds, herrings, 
and other small varieties.

The amount of 
capital to keep those canneries in operation 
IS approximately $1,500,000 per yeur, in a 
good year.

1'htee schemes fora trans Pacific electric 
telegraph are to>day before the pub;io-^ono 
via the Northern rou'o, Victoria to the 
AUutian lalauda and thence to Japin ; the 
second or Central route, from Vion»ria or 
8an Francisco to the Sandwich Islands and 
Ihouce to Japan, a- d the third, via the 
8naiheru route from Victoria to tite Sand- 
wich Islands, thence lo tiie F'j! Islands and 
Briabano, Australia. The first is that w hich 
tha C. P.Ii. will probably adopt j the second 
ia the one in respect of whiuh certain United 
States parties hive b'jcn figuring f ir a long 
time past, while the third ia that advocated 
by tlie Australian colonies and by Mr. 
.Sandford F.oming, U.M.G. In every case 
whci these cables start from British Col- 
umbia territory, tlu'y would cimmenceat 
Sooke Bay, near Victoria, eo that tho 
Provincial capital may bo practical- 
ly considered us the headquai tcrs of 
these groat enterprises. The distance from 
Sooke Bay to Uiiiinak Island, one of tho 
Aleutiun.s, ia estimated at 1,500 nautical 
miles; thenco to Atlu Island, 800 miles, 
thenco to Japan 1,S00 miles, or a total of 
:{,G00. From Japan to Manilla, thenco to 
Ni-w- Guinea, thenco lo Puit Danvin, is 
■3,000 iiauiical miles, or a distance of G.GOO 
miles in all, to Australia via C. P. R. calde 
to Japan, as against G,7'50 miles for tlie 
cable via Honolulu and Fiji Inlands direct 
to Australia. Iho projected U. S. cable 
via San Franciaco to Honolulu thenco to 
Japan ia u,a.jU miles. Mr. Giabome esti- 
mates the cost of construction at $930 per 
nautical mile laid. Thf relative cost of the 
Several for a single connecting line are ua 
follows :

Wasuikoto.v, Maich 5. — The situation 
of the Bebring Sea matter, as stated in 
these despatohcB, yesterday, ia .regarded as 
critical, and forms the sole topic of conver- 
sation about til J State Department. No 
one ventures to predict what tlie outcome 
will be. President Harrison, with his family, 
returned to Washington, this afternoon, 
but will probably not meet his cabinet un- 
til the rcgulur^day for meeting next Thurs- 
day. In the meantime he will familiarize 
himself with the details of tho correspnnd- 
cnco that has taken place with tho Britiali 
Government and the results of tlio recant 
session of the Behring Sea ngcnta. It 
is probable, in view of present conditions, 
that the Behring Sea arbitration treaty may 
not be sent to the Senate until after it has 
been considered by the- Cabinet in. its 
complete form. It is generally re- 
garded that he will submit the 
whole ' matter to' arbitration and 
to leavo the sea entirely open 
to the fiabers for a whole aoaaon would be 
absurd on the face of it, inasmuch os by the 
time tho question canio to be settled tliey 
would liave literally notliing left to arbi- 
trate, for the reason tliat tlicre would bo no 
seals extant. An open season, as pro 
poicd, it is thought, would mean 
tho utter anniliilation of the specit-s 
T^ast year, tho catuh of fur seals, under tlio 
provisions of the motlii.-i I'irciidi and at a 
time wlien the waters were aa well policed 
as tlioy could be, amounted to l}utweeu sixty 
tliousand and eighty thousand. This was more 
tlian double tlio number taken in any previous 
year. The State Department is in receipt 
of information to the cileot that at Icaat 
twice as many vessels are being fitted out 
to engage in tho seal fisheries tliis year as 
last. It ia agreed that if there are to bo 
any seals loft, concerted action on tho 
part of Great Britain and the United States 
or by the United States alone, must bo 
taken at once. With this fact in view. 
Lord Salisbury's procedure in submitting 
the points iu controversy to a com- 
mission of arbitration, and yet per- 
mitting tho seals to bo dcstroyeil, with 
practically no restraint is looked upon as an 
action in anytliing but good faith. The 
British authorities, it is said, do not regard 
it as at all probable that the United States 
will seize any . sealers during this coming 
season, but if any are seized, the least of 
the probabUities ia that it would lead 
to a. serious international complication 
with hostilities ais a possibility. What the 
British representatives expect-is to make 
such a case from the technical defeats in the 
Sayward case, and to get it at onco before 
the Supreme court. They aro really de- 
sirottS of'Sn opportunity to get a technically 
perfect ease involving this question before 
the Supreme court. 

Ni:\v York, March 5. — Prof, Elliott 
says: If the alleged ultimatum is true, 
the ruin and e.xteriniaation of tlio fur seal 
1° Iiand. Unless the iitcdti^ vivendi is re- 
newed the poachers will kill practically all 
the seals left on tho islands. 

Unless Lord Salisbury recedes from his 
present ~ position and consents to. the 
renewal "of the • iMt " : year's •.modiin 
invendi reatricting the killing of seals, 
to such as are regarded as necessary for 
the welfare of the natives, it will be neces- 
sary for this Government to undertake alono 
the protection of the seals by tho enforce- 
ment of laws bearing on tho subject. 
- It was developed lo-day that Lord Salis- 
bury's proposition- with regard to the pres- 
ent season is not only to open Behring Sea. 
outside the 30-mile zone from Pribylott' 
islands to indiscriminate .sealing, but to 
Hunt the catch within tBat beat, including, 
of course, the shores of the islands, to .30,- 
000 seals.

TOUGH TALK. 



A New York I'apcr Criticizes Brltiilii's Hon- 
esty of I'urpoBe. 

Niiw York, March 5. — The Recorder, 
this morning, says editorially : The liehring 
Sea question is yet far from settlement, and 
the relations between tho United .Stales 
and England aro assuming a character 
which may be fraught with tho most tre- 
mendous consequences. Great Uritain, in 
tho contention over tho jurisdiction of 
Behrinc; Sea, is playing with all the 
skill of her trained diplomats. Our inter- 
ests are in the keeping of men who, while 
they will do nothing that is wrong, will 
demand to the last extremity the full tneus- 
uro of American rights. Tho administra- 
tion accepted arbitration in good faith, but 
Great Britain is ovincin^.a deposition which 
leads to the suspicion that alio has 
sinister purposes than inwit be ex- 
plained and dieavowed. ThO ftim of 
England seems to be to continue the 
arrangement under which, last year, we took 
only 7,000 seals, while her poachers Cip- 
tured 35,000. 'I'he scheme works magnili- 
ciently for her, and it is not surprising that 
she ia diplomatically striving to keep it up. 
But it cannot bo done. Far more import- 
ant than this question of I'.cliring Sea 
seals, is tho one of the naval arma- 
ment to bo maintained respectively by 
ourselves and England, on tho great 
lakes. This ia a matter of solemn stipu- 
lation, and England has not fulfilled the 
obligations she entered into three-quarters 
of a ccnturj' ago, when in our second war 
she was taught the lesson - that she was not 
invincible on the ocean. England, within 
the last two iiionllia baa built on the lakes 
three vessels, ostciieibly revenue cutters, but 
in reality formidable war shjps which con bo 
placed ill fighting condition in a few 
days. They could in a short time destroy 
all our vast commerce in those waters, and 
lay all the lake cities in ruins. What does 
it all moon? Great Britain within a very 
short period will ba asked the question in 
lanrjuago that cannot be mistaken, and she 
will have to answer it. Tho republic will 
not be cajoled or bullied. England must 
keep lier iaith with us.

THE RUSSIAN FAMINE, 

h. GoWenbertr, Editor of '"Free RaBsIa," 
8cribt:B lis tjcops and Scenes. 



Cases of acute starvation aro reported 
from all sides. Ccmtagious diseases, 
direct consequences of starvation, have 
broken-out in l^izfn, adding their ' rav- 
ages to those caused by hunger. Judicial 
p ocoedings in common law courts havo 
had to bo stopped bccauscd witnesses 
happened to bo pe.asants, and were lying 
with font swollen from starvatioji. 

Mothers havo killed their children that 
that they might not soothem tortured by 
hunger ; parents aro selling their daugh- 
ters to get a crust of bread. Whole dis- 
tricts are slowly starving themselves up- 
on pigweed, husks and boiled grass. 
Tho papers are publishing elaborate arti- 
cles upon the use of acurns and other 
similar substances as a substitute fur 
corn, 

III twolvo of tho provinces the famine 
is complete. In six only partial. Forty 
millions aro suft'ei ing, and it is estimated 
that it will tako 100,000,000 poods or 75,- 
000,000 bushels of grain to keep the 
population alive until next crop. 

As yet no ajjpeal has boon made by tho 
Goveiiimont of that countiy to sister 
nations. Tho st"ry of tho want and mis- 
ery that is prevalent h is leaked out bit 
by bit, and it is only by the appeals of 
individuals that the fixtoat of the depri- 
vation was made known. 

It is a queer fact that no united efTort 
on the part of tho people ca'i ba made to 
assist tho stricken. All aid must go 
through the Government agents or must 
bo made by individuals. In a word, no 
two persons are allowed to make any 
appeal in their collectii-o name without 
aying themselves liable to active prose- 
cution on tho charge of forming an il- 
legal asiiooiiition. 

A word as to tho stricken district, its 
geography and repources. In what aro 
"jiiown as West Russia, South Russia, 
and tho Caucasus there ia ])!enty. It is 
in Astrakan and Kassn, provinces of East 
Russia, that tho want is greater. Tho 
Volga River, which empties itself into tho 
Caspian Sea, near the city of- Astrakan, 
Waters tho faiuino district, a most fertile 
country, and in whieh since 1840 there 
has ,been no great crop failure. The city 
of Samara lii'S on tho Vulga and is the 
liter of the famine. In the north lies 
the city of Porn. 

Hero and in the country adjacent, 
there is at least a small quantity of seed 
lin, but this is being oaten, and unless 
succor arrives within a month, tho desti- 
tution will parallel tha'. in tho lower 
country. Moscow may bo said to be just 
utsido tho stricken district, and iis 
streets aio filled to overflowing with the 
starving jieasants. The prisons are 
lowdod beyond their capacity and every 
hosi)iial in and about the city is caring 
for twice and three times the usu il nuni- 
Most of thtiSe coini) from Poiiza, 
SaratolF, Tambov. Nijui-Novgorod, ai.d 
Samara. Little Russia, the province of 
the south of Muscnw, has enough food to 
lire for its own destitute and has thus 
far made no appeal for aid. S mth Rus- 
is criii,' for nearly l.OOO.UOO of tho 
sulterers who havo flocked into its ter- 
ritory. 

Russia has endeavored to cope single- 
handed with tho fiunin", ai.d even now, 
when the roc irds show thousands dyii'g 
daily, it has made no appeal to other 
nutiiais. Its niolhods for aiding the 
stiickan were planned on a most generous 
scale, but ilie extent of tho disaster 
made tho iipplieations anything but sat- 
isfactory. Tho Goverimient itself was 
rejiortod to havo sulisoribed 05,000,000 
ubies, but only 20,000,000 wore sent out 
among tho poor; tho rest is still to como.

OTHERHOODis 
tho dearest and 
sweetest as well 
as often tho most 
heartrending ex- 
pericnco of wom- 
iui. With the 
baby comes fre- 
quontly the 
strongest passion 
of her being. 
What wonder, then, th.it tho vciy thing 
that should draw closer tho married pair 
often hopelessly divides them? At thi.s 
point, too, yon need to bo wise, for 
though your heart may bo full at pres- 
ent, your duty no loss than your desire 
ia to keep both husband and child. 

Now, to bo sure, tho baby is all yours: 
he lives in your life; ho is a part of you. 
Nothing on earth is bo deep, so sweet 
and so satisfactory aa your lovo for him. 
But you must not forget that he, too, is 
an independent soul, that tho day will 
come— all too .soon — whon ho will strike 
out for himself; when, if you luavo not 
been judicious, ho may oven como to 
despise you — a heartbreaking but a not 
uncommon cTporienco. 

In a long and close study of mothers 
I have noticed not only that tho baby 
makes a great chango in tho household, 
but that his coming affects tho mother 
in ono of four ways. 1 want therefore 
to set up foiu" guideposta as ■^vamings 
in your path. The first way that opens 
before you, and the most tempting, is to 
becoiuo all motlior. Baby is to you tho 
ono importtmt object in tho \\;orld; you 
forgot that he is not tho same to others. 
Everything in tho whole establishment 
flta itself to tho tune of tho infant; if ho 
sleeps, tho household must go about on 
tiiitoe; if ho wtikos at night, every ono 
must bo roused; tho temperature must 
suit his needs; ho must bo brought into 
tho parlor and absorb tho attention and 
the talk of visitors; his first smilo, his 
first word arc hardly loss than miracles. 

A mother 'who adopts this plan be- 
comes preoccupied, absorbed in hor 
motherhood. It ia easy to soo how this 
come.s between husband and wife liko a 
dividing wall. Tho husband comes 
homo, probably tired, and finds what? 
Rest and refreshment'i' Alas, no; only a 
nurso. a fussy mother and a baby who, 
dear as ho may bo, gets after awhilo to 
be (it must bo said) something of a boro, 
with his multifarious needs and his un- 
limited capacity for tears. Gradually 
tho hnsbaihil stays avray longer, he drifts 
back to hia club, he steps out after din- 
ner and perhaps comes homo at mid- 
night. 

'i ou obsorvo and lament, but instead 
of seeing your mistake tiiid setting 3'our- 
self at onco to remedy it, you turn to 
baby for consolaiion. Ho has never dis- 
appointed you; ho loves you above all; 
ho is your comfort. True now, dear 
mother, but it will not bo so always. 
With every sua;eeding child this breach 
widens; J'ou having become a mother 
only, your hnsband finds no companion- 
ship at home and gets quit© accustomed 
to seek it elsewhere. Your niutn;il in- 
terests die out; yonr infiuenco upon each 
other is greatly woakenod or destroyed. 
You have still a "[irovider," a "protect- 
or," but you have lost your husband. 

The second way that lies boforp j-ou 
when baby comes is exactly the reverse 
of this; it is to sacriiico tho baby to the 
husband, to roiuain wife and develop 
hardly at all tho mother side of your na- 
ture. In this caoo the child is placed in 
tho hands of a narse. D*y and night- 
poor thing! — he is kept in the nursery. 
Ilo seldom sees maiuma; still more sel- 
doin papa. If ho survive tho perils of 
infancy without a mother— and ho may, 
for babies enduro much and live — ho 
will give his lovo to his nurso, and per- 
haps when he arrives at manhood m.ay, 
as a popular writer of our time has 
dono, dedicate his book to his nurse, not 
to hia mother. He will be quite right 
tho only mother ho had was his for 
money, 

Tho poor Uttla motherless eoml moves 
one's deepest pity, especially if -he is 
taught to speiik in a foreign langutige 
and thus defrauded of his mother tongue 
as well, Such deserted babioa aro not 
uncommon !iinong people to whom "so- 
ciety" is life. But whatever tho baby 
loses by this, tho mother loses far more. 
To begin with, sho has shirked tho plain- 
est duty over laid ui^on her; sho has neg- 
lected to do for hor own child what no 
huuiiin being but herself can properly 
do. Then sho has lost the very sweetest 
experience life can give her. Fuially, 
she has failed to make a home for her 
children, to whom, even moro than to 
hor husband, she owes a homo. This is 
a failure even worse than tho former. ■ 

The third path is not so easy and not 
alwiiys successfully followed, but I have 
seen it In operation and resulting in an 
indissolubly united . family. If is to in- 
terest tho father in the details of baby 
life as tho mother is interested, gradu- 
ally draw him in to do for the b;ibj', till 
he gets to tako as eager delight in tho 
hal^'B bath, the first tootbj.etc., aa the 
mother herself. With souie husbands, 
of course, this would bo impossible, but 
whon it can be dono it makes n family 
delightful to itself, but, it must bo ad- 
mitted, a terror to outsidoiu Tho whole 
house becomes a nursery. Baby's socks 
ornament tho piano, baby's carriage 
blocks the way, teething rings adorn the 
center table, antl ^u fact it is a com- 
pletely baby ridden est.ablishmont. 
Neither down this path can 1 advise you 
to go, though it is much more desirable 
than either of the preceding, 

Tho fourth path ia the way of wsdom. 
It is to get in the beginning the best pos- 
sible help in tho caro of biiby— tho most 
precious thing in tho house. It is aston- 
ishing how mothers will dare trust ba- 
hiea to young, ignorant, even stupid 
girlfl. it emimm^ 



chat they are putting her in the position 
of mother; installing her, with nobody 
knows what vulgarities' and supersti- 
tions, in the placo of iusti'uctor, during 
tho time whon the baby mind takes im- 
pressions for life. Do not think this is a 
false alarm; it is solemnly true, but bo- 
causo the impressions are made so yoTing, 
tho mother attributes them to herediiiy 
or something olso and does not suspect 
tho cause. Do you ever think, unfor- 
tunate mother of a timid, nervous, con- 
vulsive child, that she took her lessons 
from a nurso, that she was taught to bo 
afraid? And you, mother of a Ijing, de- 
ueiving _ boyi do you Busject. whore ha 
learned these things? 

Let 1110 assure you that more is imbibed 
from nurses, their talk and their ac- 
tions, which children are so quick to read, 
than is generally suspected; aad im- 
pressions, too, that no I'casoning of af toi 
years can entirely eradicate. Thcreforo, 
1 say, spare no money to got tho very 
best help — a mother herself, if possible, 
certainly .i woman of intolligenco, and 
coiicientioua in tho performanco of her 
responsible duty. Nor oven, then give 
up your ovn\ place to her. Be a mother 
idl day, enjoy tho sweot life of your 
baby, iuid be ready when your husband 
comes homo to bo onco moro a wife. 
Then you can leavo the little ono with 
confidence, and be no less a companion 
to your husband than before. 

In a word, keep your motherhood and 
your wifehood in great inoasuro sepa- 
rate. Do not go to tho extreino, even of 
this— bo very suro that pajia is acquaint- 
ed with tho baby and has a personal in- 
'terest in him, but does not tire of him; 
a man's endurance of "bother" is very 
limited, do not try it too much. When 
nursery days aro passed (and the period 
of necessary babyhood is really quite 
short), tho child ttikes his placo in tho 
family, although of course during his 
growing j'oars ho should sleep away the 
long evening hours, Happy is tho child 
who has no nurse; whoso mother is his 
playfellow and his caretaker, so well 
provided with cfflcient help in every 
other work that sho ctm sjiend nearly all 
his waking hours with hiin and leavo to 
a hireling only tho work for him. 

An important point is to bo suro of 
establishing just tlio right relations be- 
tween father and children. Never set 
him up us tho family bugaboo; never let 
"I'll tell papa" have terrors for tho poor 
little soul. N either init him in tho placo 
of lawgiver; bo yourself tho nursery 
lawgiver, and when nursery days aro 
past and tho child takes his placo in tho 
family life, help him as early as possible 
to bo a law unto himself. 

The entrance of tho baby into the fam- 
ily brings an added motive for self con- 
trol, for in the way you treat your hus- 
band you are training your child to do. 
Very soon — much before you suspect 
that your young daughter observes any- 
thing—she learns from seeing j'ou how 
to treat a husband. Docs sho sco him 
"managed?" No matter how adroitly it 
is done; no matter how completely his 
eyes lutiybe blinded to tho mean and des- 
picable ways of his wife, tho baby girl 
sees through it. She delects tho un- 
worthy wiles, tho small deceptions, tho 
potty lies, which aro tho weapons of this 
vice. Do you think you can bring her 
up into ways of honesty .md fair dealing 
while your o.Niamplo is all tho other way? 
Do not so flatter yourself. By your 
deeds you are teaching your baby things 
you would bo hurrilied to think of. 

Is your baby a boj'? In tho same way 
j'on teach him to bo untruthful, dishon- 
est, double faced and all the bad things 
you would rather die than hiivo him be. 
Thorofore, iT not for yonr own self re- 
spect, for the sake of your babies, never, 
never descend to the degi'adation of 
"managing" a hnsband. With your son 
there may be still more disastrous results. 
If he comes up knowing his mother to bo 
false, deceitful, hia faith in womanhood 
itself i.s undermined. Yon not only pre- 
pare him to accept the common slanders 
of tho cheap now.spaper press, but you 
ttiko from him tho only anchor that 
could hold him against them — a hearty 
belief in his mother. 

Again. 1 say to you, O mother, re- 
spect tho individuahty of your child. 
Ho is yours, yon say? In one way his 
body may be yours, though only to a 
certain o.-ctent even that; but his soul— 
his mind was never yours and never 
will bo. He is as much an individual 
ns you aro; he hits just as much right to 
his own opinions imtl tastes as you havo 
to yours. Happy will be tho day whon 
parents will get over the preposterous 
notion that thoy own their children, 
body and soul! 

1 have already advised you to bo tho 
nursery lawgiver, but there ia another 
thing more important still; Carry out 
your own laws (whtvt few you need), even 
toadininistering the oxtromo penalty for 
disobedience. Never turn your child 
over to any ono, especially to its father, 
to bo punished. There are several reti- 
sons iisido from the ono with which 1 
began— namely, that whipping, even 
striking a blow, is a brutal survival 
from barbarous time.'), degrading to the 
mother no less than to tho child. A 
mother who cannot control her child 
without blows should put him, or more 
properly herself, into a reformatory at 
once; she ia unfit to be a mother, llo- 
inenibcr, I am talking to intelligent 
women, not to tho ignorant classes, who 
know no other v/ay to train tho infant 
mind. 

A second bad result of calling in pa- 
ternal aid is to mako tho child fear or 
hate his father, A third ia the almost 
certainty of having tho punishmont too 
severe. The delivering of a poor little 
terror stricken child into tho gr.asp of a 
growi man who fools it his duty to hurt 
tho delicate, Bhriilking body to influence 
tho mind is' to'ino not ''only cruel hut 
wicked. It brutalizes both tho actors in 
the shameful scene, and 1 should think 
the sobs of such an outraged child would 
break the heart of any woman with a 
mother's soul in her. Why, even the 
boasts, whom wo consider so much be- 
neath ns, uro more tender of their yonng 
than that! 

No, 1 8,ay! Young mother, take your 
immovablo stand there; that you only 
shall over lay violent hands on your 
child, and then I beg of you to find a 
better way to govern than by the rod,

horso. His life is often one t'f continue] 
slavery, and in niiiny instances of per- 
petual discomfort. lie alone, or almost 
alone, of all crea ures is doomed to never- 
ceasing liibur. The life of the ox, the 
cow and the sheep is one of coui]):irative, 
if not absdluto happiness, while the life 
of a dog IS generajly; happy. But .the 
horsQ^eems to be Juluuted by; the denioh 
•of labor and fatitrue almoat frotn his earli- 
est years, and generally increasini^ to the 
hours of his death -to bo haunted by a 
'.demon whoso power to torment seems to 
• increase as the horse buconi(V5 older and 
inore worn. If any animal desetvos, as a 
leward fijr his SL'ryicea to man and as a 
compensation for days', weeks aiid years 
of abuse ; if any animal deserves a tran- 
quil future, a glorious pasturage traversed 
-by never failing crystid streams of water, 
surely thut animal must bo the horso. 
These views of animal pain and sufFerinj;, 
und the doctrine of an animal soul, are 
deeply mingled with that of future retri- 
buttun to man for cruelty to the lower 
creiitidir. Riiskin has eloquently said . 
'•Can any man account for all that hap- 
pens to a cab horse ? Has he over fairly 
looked at tho fato of one of these beasts 
as ho is dyinfj;? Has ho measured tho 
work it has done, and tho reward it has 
got? Has he .over put his hand on the 
blo('dy sores, through .which .its bones are 
piercin<»V and so looked to HeavenJ with 
an entire undeistanding of Heaven's 
■ways about (he horpo I yet the fato of tho 
horso is no dream ; no revelation among 
tho myrtle trees by niyht. Tho dust it 
lies upon and the do^a that eat it are 
facts. And yonder happy person wlio 
owned the horse,, uptil its knees were 
broken dowii'^.oyer'thb hurdhs; who soKl 
it to ac kb owner as soon as it was blem- 
ished J and yonder, happy person with ui\ 
immortal soiil, with peace and wealth on 
earth, shall this happy jiorson have no 
stripes ? If other things are, indeed, re- 
served for him, Iloaven'ti kindness or jus- 
tice might, be in, (luestion therefrom," 
'I'iic Christian religion is closely allied to 
tho soionco of n:edicine, whetlier human 
or veterinary and its hrighjiest, its most 
hallowed feature, is tho humanity which 
it inculcates to man aiid beast. Jiut ihe 
■Christian religion does not vouchsafe to 
us any guarantee for a future stite, even 
to those animals next to man in intelli- 
genoo.

i; is certain, because it is consistent with 
iho CliristJan religion to believe that

Acres Per t'ow. 

Tlio ntunber of psisturage acres required 

to suppni t a cow must bo governed en- 
tirely by tho amount of grass produced. 
A fhHh pasture sniFers Ics.s by reason of 
tramping than a scant one because the 
cattle aro soon satialied and to stop to 
rumiinitc. While tho rich pasture is in- 
creasing its store, tho inferior pasture 
suflera from treading and check to the 
growth of grass ; because plants must 
have surface growth, or the routs in turn, 
cannot reach out after new supplies of 
food. 

A largo pasture has also tho advantage 
of variety of plants, or the same kinds 
growing under dillerent conditions, which 
tends tplniake stuck contented. ' The edt^ 
torial observation 'of the Homestead that 
cattle almost regularly visit diQ'erdnb por- 
tions of the pamuru in order to partake of 
the variety afl'urdod a:;rees with the 
action of eattlo on this farm. Wo have 
also noticed that stock prefer tho coarser 
plants when moistened with dew — eatin 
in tho swales in the mdtning and toward 
night.

CHINESE EXCLUSION LAW. 

Fall .3*6X1 of the OQlph :Bill as It PaBica tlio 
• . Ssnate. 

Tho text of tlie Dulph bill, to continue 
tho Chinese exclusion law for ten years, 
passed by the senate is iis follows : 

That all laws now m force prohibiting 
and regulatin;^ the coming into this coun- 
try of Chinese' persons arid peraims of 
phin6se descent nro hereby continued in 
force for a period of ten years from t!ie 
passage of this act. 

Sec. 2— That any Cliinesjj, person, or 
persons of Cliineso descent, when convic- 
ted and adjudi,'ed under any of s^id laws 
to bo n.it lawfully on itiod to bo or to re- 
main in the United States, shall bo . re- 
moved -from the United States to China, 
unless ho or they shall make it appear to 
the ccnnmisaionor befiire whom tlicy or 
ho are tried that they or ho are subjecis 
or citizens of some other coiintty, 
which case ho or they bIkUI bo removed 
to such country, provided that in any 
case where such other country, of which 
tho Chinese person sh dl claim to bo 
subject or citi^.en, shall demand any tax 
as a condition of the removal of such per- 
BOti.tb that country, he or they shall be 
retnoved to China. 

Sec. .3 — That any Chinese person, or 
per.'ion of Chinese descent, arrested under 
this act shall bo adjudged to bo unlaw- 
fully within tho United States, unless 
such person shall establish by afUrniativo 
proof to the satisfaation of such justice, 
judge, or commtssiorier, his lawful right 
to' remain in the United States.' 

Sec. 4 — That any such Chinesa person 
or jiorsons of Chinese descent, on being 
convicted .and adjudged to be not law- 
fully entitled to bo or to remain in thii 
Unit d States, and having been once re- 
moved from tho United Slates in pur- 
suance of 'such conviction, who shall bo 
subsequently c nvicttd for a like olfonce, 
shall bo imprisoned at hard labor for a 
period of nut exceeding six niuiitlis, and 
thereafter roiunved from tho United 
States as hereinafter provided. 

The t tlo ia amended so as to road : 
A bill. to continue in force all existing 
lawBiprohibiting and regulating the c in- 
iug into this obuntry.of Chinese poisons 
and persons of Chinese descent for a 
period of ten years and for other 
purposes. ,^ . .

SHOULD THE LADY PROPOSE "? 

Do women thomsolyes desire to be per- 
mitted to pop the question ^whenever the 
fancy lakes them, or do they, ns a body, 
prefer to wait modestly to bo asked to 
give t'hemselves in nuirriago ? It is im- 
possibln to say without a universal can- 
vass^ (says , a writer in Once a Week.) 
Hitherto American girls have been quite 
content to keep silence until the right 
man came and ])lucked tliu flower of his 
choice. Aro they beginning to grow 
weary of this reserve enforced by public 
(jpinion and public usage ? Do they yearn 
to have an unlimited power of -se ection, 
to go around, Bijying to' this man' or to 
that man, , 'Be mine?" Before th(Jy make 
up their minds in the affirmative, they 
should have their eyos open to the possi- 
ble c nsequonces. In tho lir.st place; it 
may bo admitted that if any woman is 
seized with an unountrullablo inclination 
to propose t(; any individual man, she can 
do so. No body prevents her ; nothing 
stands in her way, if natural modesty 
does not. If, however, it became tho 
fashion for women to propose, what 
would be tho consequences 'if SVell, many 
things might happen, most of them de- 
trimental to foinalo liappino s. Con- 
ceive what would bo tho state of mind of 
a lord of creation, wlio, had had tho chance 
of rofusingifie hand arid heart of a num- 
ber of amorous women. There ia a nat- 
ural fitness in tho man's asking aqd the 
woman's waiting to bo asiced. Man is, 
ns a general rule, tho bread-winner in the 
battle of o.xistenco. Women certainly 
do, in many cases, work, and work hard ; 
but they are not supposed to work, while 
man ia auppoaod to work. It comes to 
this ; the man, as a rule, has three things 
tp;qffer, tp.the w.oman, or is expected, toi 
have them — love, liibor, and money.' 
Tho wonnm, very generously, has only 
love. Tho position of a w. man when 
proposing would, therefore, bo the undig- 
nitied ono of a person saying : "Will you 
give me supp')i t? In return, I can oifor 
you— some ono to support." On the 
other hand, public usage in this matter' 
sometimes may press hardly on the wo- 
man who has all to give, who ia an heir- 
ess, perhaps, and in love with a dollarless 
but proud man. There have been num- 
erous cases in which wealthy girls missed 
hiippiness because they could not speak, 
because the man would not, loot the world 
should - whisper, '.'Money, not love." 
This, however, need not bo seriously dis- 
cussed. If a woman has a timid suitor, 
and wishes to let him know ."ho loves him 
and desires to bo his wife, sho can do it 
without saying, "Will you marry mo?" 
'iliero aro a thousand little ways, and 
every girl in tho world knows thorn. 



LOVE AND MARRIAGE IN JAPAN. 

Sir Edwin Arnold, in his delightful 
article in tho February Cosmopolitan on' 
"Love and Marriage in Japan," aiiBwers 
the critics in England ^nd Auisricau who 

have taken him lo task for venturing to 
call llio Japanese women "seini angelic. " 
He says that upmi maturi-at rellection, 
bringing tngelher into one focus all the 
specimens he knows of Japanese woman- 
liiiod, in all ranks and circumstances of 
life, in all degrees of education, in t'own 
and country alike, he sii.l iticliues to the 
belief that "the avorngo or abstract Jap- 
anese fomale comcf, all things consi- 
dered, nearest of her box, as regards 
initural gifts, to what wo understand by 
an angelic disposition. " 

Sir Edwin priiuaril.y attributes the gen- 
tleness and swoct nature of these little 
ladies to that rigid ; domestio training 
which teaches them the duties of obedi- 
eiico above all tliiiiga. - 

"Sho is," says the poet, "in -poinfc , of 
fact, the most unselfish, tho most self- 
denying, the iiKJSt dutiful and the most 
patient woman in tho world, ns well as 
tho most CDiisidora'c and pleasing; and, 
as I truly believe, inoro faithful to her 
own limited but .ancient and earnest idea 
of rectitude than any other of her sisters 
among the nations. Tho civilizition, 
immensely antique and rigid, which has 
not, with all its changes, jiroduced so 
verj' great success in the .Tapaiicse man, 
lias — while placing the Japanese woman 
in a doplor.iblo and subordinate position, 
brought out in her being, by some strange 
spell, all the social virtues of which her 
race is cajiabln, and made her even in her 
subjection so gentle, wnming and admir 
able that tho baldest advocates of lefcjrm 
in education and natinial development 
Ireinble when they ask thoiiiselves 
whether civilization and woman's rights 
may not Lake away m re from this tran- 
quil, cont.on(;od i nd delightful creature 
than it can ever give to her. * * ■* 

"What has been said may help to show 
tho American or English reader that 
there do not enter into the life of tho 
Japanese girl any of those ideas of flirta- 
tion, love-making, courting and the rest 
of it which go fur so much in a European 
or American girlhood. In the middle and 
lower classes sho is fairly free to come 
and go, to 800 her friends, male and 
female, and to min.£;le 'with the , gay 
crowds of holiday-makera qh.|6nti7alMndt 
at Matsuri, but she will have so little to' 
do with tho choice of her husband that 
her light and gentle mind leaves the sub- 
ject entirely alone. Nor ia her physical 
nature in a y degree whatever a p,tssioo" 
lite ono. The Japanese temperament is 
too artistic, too_ measured, too_ tranquil, 
too conBtantly^ijoyerndd, for wild ilighta 
in tho direction ot the heiarb or imagina- 
tion; and 1 should bo inclined to say that 
in actual bodily and spiritual n<turo the 
ilap.ancso woman is one of the purest and 
most refined on oarth. * * * 

"Curious it is also to notice how this 
intonso devotion of tho children thrivea 
in an atm'>Bphcro uncheered by any of 
thoso signs and tokens of parental love to 
which we aro acoustomod. Children are 
enibr.iced, but not grown daughters. 
But then it ia to bo understood that Jap- 
aneao affection is wholly undeinonstrativo. 
In that land, oven with lovers, there are 
no handshakings, no ordinary tender ex- 



pressions, no caresses. Kissing is as un- 
known in Japm as waltzing, and is 
.thought, indeed, when witnessed among 
Euri.pe.ins, to be a very animal and low- 
minded way (if expressing aitachmen'. 
You might intimately know a dear friend 
of either sex in the cou.'itiy for tv\enty 
years without once touchinu; him or her, 
and perliaps it is in this singular, univer- 
sal iniuiuiiily fr(..m contact h liicli helps to 
presorvo the proud and sustained reserve 
nf tlie J.ipaueae woman as regards .her 
person. " ' i • ■ , 

Discussing tho question of extending 
to Japan tho movement which-: in *Elig"- 
land and America baa liberated wotn"n 
fmni the restrai ts (jf the past. Sir Ed 
win thoughtfully remarks ; 

"But even wliilo one breathes such aa 
piratiuiis of change and new times fur 
her, a chilling fear comes upon tho mind 
lest, in touching with the strong hand of 
Westurn civilization that consummate pro 
duct of the isolated faiths and systems of 
Japan, we find.8p>!iled -forever the old 
wotld charms of her nature, and see de- 
part beyond recall virtues and qualities 
never to bo replaced, as they have never 
been sur|)assed. This eaino Japanese 
woniaii with all her shortcominKS, igiinr 
ancos, littlenesaes and absurdities, is like 
the brilliant and llower-loving butterfly 
whoso e;ii8tonce she often imitates. Ono 
rash touch upon tho light and glad wing 
leaves her still flying, perhaps, but may 
destroy tho dainty delicacy of tho jew- 
elled embroidery upon its delicate bars. 
On the whole, alio has been up till now 
very placidly happy, and her mothers 
and grandmothers before her, and that- is 
more than I quite dare to (predict for lier 
daughters and grand-daughters, when, as 
it seems inevitable, all around her must 
alter, and neiv times bring her Tie>V man- 
ners, while in her astonished Ijttle ears 
the groat world spins forever down the 
ri nging grooves of change. "

Oh, how comforting 
it'ia to know that a great man, with a 
butterfly net with a handle to it, has deft- 
ly gathered in the little Mike as it flitted 
from lung to lung. 

Now if he could kerosene it aud let it 
go among the other microbes his idea is 
that most of them would go away at 
once. The microbe, especially the grip 
microbe, is exceedingly averse to tho 
odor of kerosene, and 1 believe the day 
is not far distant when this jdan will have 
driven away the parent microbes, leaving 
the younger to die 1 f hunger. 

Dr. Ames, a young unmarried physi- 
cian, went out inicrobing a month ago 
and got enough for a mess. He kept 
them* however, for a week or so, giving 
them a fresh lung every little while to 
nibble on. Ho says that tho microbe 
does not show a high order of intelli- 
gence. butraay.be taught to sit up on its 
hind legs and ask for a new lung when 
hungry. Ho says that this bacillus ia 
smaller than the Mouse septiciumia, 
which has been heretofore regarded as 
the smallest bacillus known to the sports- 
nian. 

Professor PfeiiTer has made some very 
careful studies of this little microbe in 
Europe. He got the seed.s, he says, from 
the expcctorators of a crowned liead and 
sowed them in glycoiiij. He vvasBUCcees- 
ful in getting fiom these a brood of bacil- 
lus, or bacilli, rather, which coiivi ced 
him at once that he could fuinish an 
epidemic 'o any town on short notice at 
a small coat. He began to supply Euro- 
pean physicians with e])idemic3 on a 
commission for fees paid both to physi- 
cians and; undertakers, and now .hardly 
has to do a day's work once a month. He 
just strolls through his microbe conser- 
vatory, looking over the di.splay, and 
every little while putting a feeble one on 
its feet again or patting the mother ten- 
rly on the bi.ck. All (jf them know 
him now, and when they hear his foot- 
step hundreds of them will scamper out 
from btdiiiid their bronchia retreat with 
\ glad cry of welcome. 

Dr. PioiU'jrhaa not yet succeeded infuid- 
ing out bow to kill this microbe, but says 
that the close, confined air and dampness 
of tho gravo are very injurious to tho 
crip microbe. Now, if he can arrange it 
so that the patient and the microbe may 
occupy separate graves, so that one will 
t havo to wait for the other. Dr. 
PfeifTer will have strode a great big scien- 
tific stride.

A very heconung evening dress for a 
j'oung lady is of pale blue crope-do chine, 
trimmed with live rows r.f silver cord at 
the foot, the bodice is full, with short, 
pulFed sleeves, trimmed with bands of 
inyosotis f shoulder-bows, waistband, and 
long ends of pale blue failic ribbon. 

A simple but very^dressy calling co.^- 
tume for a matron was recently fashioned 
from cadet-blue plain cheviot and white 
broadcloth. Tho skirt is close-fitting 
about the hips and is distended at the 
bottom, and the fulness at the back is 
disposed in fan-jjlaits that spread rather 
widely in a slight train. Three bu'be' 
ruffles aro arranged all round the bottoiH 
to detract from the severe ])lainness of 
the mode. Tho basque falls to a fashion- 
able depth below the hips, over which it 
is ])erfectly sniootli ; and the back falls 
pen below the centre aeain to display the 
plaits in tho skirt.

focused itself powerfully. It should be 
said, however, that "Love in 'J'anilem" 
produced scarcely a ripple upon tlie placid 
pool of theatrical matter.s.

During the week the swell little uptown 
theater known the Berkeley lyceum 
paiised into the hands of .Mr. Franklin H. 
Bargcnt. This is the first public intima- 
tion of a movement for the organisation of 
an independent theater that has beeu in 
progress for sonic, time. 

Mr. Sargent is the well known Lyceum 
. teacher who hiusdone.sonuich tocncourago 
and devovelop a ta.ste for true dramatic 
art hero. He hius now behind him an or- 
ganization of artists and literary men who 
purpose to make tbe indepeudeiit theater 
a vehicle for proiluction of plays -which 
idiall not appeal to tbe vulgarity, tbe prej- 
udices or the love of scu.satlop of the pub- 
lic Their theory is thiit 'endtigb .'peojile 
can be. secured iia HubseriberH to support 
one'small. theater an;a ba-siis of literary and 
true intritisio dramiiittc inerlt^ 
-There-vaire inirXew-lVork' twcnty-flve 
theatres. Tbe.avernge attcminnco at e^tcb 
faou.se is about .'TOO "--'iwoplo,' - Of, these 
4S7,ri00 people who nmke up the week's 
attendance at the playhouse, it is esti- 
mated that two-thirds are fnrm'shod l)y 
the hotels, the bachelor quarters and tlie 
cheap lodging bou.se.s. They go to the 
' theater purely and simply for <livcrsion, 
and the more startling or showy it is the 
better they are pleiLscd. The result of this 
frivolous majority is seen in tlie managers' 
biius in their favor. They control the suc- 
cess of a piece, e-Ncept in .Mr. Daly's citse 
perhaps. They impart out of their desires 
tlie lo'.ie to the plays, and they prevent 
such plays as ".ludali," "AlahaMia" and 
"Thermi<lor" from lieconiing as popular as 
the wholly vulgar hilarity of "Blue .Jeans" 
or the acrobatic glitter of "The Lion 
Tamer." 

A prote.st against this condition of affaii-s 
lias been growing up forKoine time. There 

■ has been felt by intelligent lovers of .seri- 
ous dranuitiu work, a need for a theater 
that will be uniafluenccd by the caprices 
and mooils of tbe inob. 

There 'is here h group of literary men 
who have both the ability ."ifld the desire

Tlws'Kootenny district of British Oolum- 
bift is coming to tho fiont as tho great El 
Dyiudo of iho Dominion, Its gold and 
silver bearing stretches are attracting tho 
attention of the capitalist, and the day is 
not far distant when it will rival Colorado 
in its yield of the i)reoiou3 metals. Trav- 
ellers from tho far rouion of tho West ar- 
riving in Montreal are full of storioi of 
the fifi-'ai mineral wtalth with wliich tlie 
district teems. Ml: iiainilton Uyera, of 
Nelson, B. C, whu is in town 'on a pur 
cliiiEing tiip for the Gulena Trudiiitj com- 
pany of that lively oily, told tho Gazette 
iiisb night something about tho resources 
of tho Kodtcuav valley, " The people of 
Canada," he said, " have n t begun to 
realize what a prizo tliuy have in our val- 
ley. If it was not for American otiter- 
piiao, do you know, ifc would never have 
reached its present atai^c of dovelopinont. 
Five years ago Dr. W. A. Hendricks, of 
New York, siiw its possibilities, and o.'c- 
peuded no ond of labor luid capital in 
nursiiig them, until.to-day he has for his 
reward a section of country opened up 
which in the near future will bo a star iu 
tho crown of tho Dominion.

The 
niiuea consiat of gcjld, silver, copper jintl 
lead, and wo only require to atriko tin to 
make our happiness cumplote. Five 
years ago tho Kootenay district did not

.it the beginning of the i)resent year there 
aro fully 4,000. Wo expect liy July to 
mako the liguro 15,000. The area is 
about one hundred and sixty miles siiuiiro. 
What wo want now is capital, brain and 
sinew. 1 hose w ho can work can uiiike 
money in the district. The climate is 
simply delightful." ThieriB are no extremes 
of heat and cold.' The country is well 
timbered, and although the general poilia 
of a char.<cter usual in a minins; couiitiy, 
nevertheless, scattered through tho valley 
nro Btretcliea of land on wljicli can be 
raised crops of gr in and vegetables equid 
with tho boat.

Schouls are 
spriiigii g up in the moro populated sec- 
tions, and the little town of Nelson ia be- 
ing fitted out with tho la est modern im- 
provements. Wages for miners range 
fr.im §3 to 8* a day.

for tile Kootenay for some time to come. 
Wo expect a largo inimigrat ion this year 
from idalio, Montana, Washington iiiid 
Oteyon.

[Copyright, 1SD2, by Charlea B. Lowls.l 
At Strawberry Hill, in the old mining 
days, I hiul for a tentiiiato and partner a 
man named Egbert Julinson. They say 
that oppositea attract. It nuiat have been 
so in this case, for I was young and reck- 
less, while ho was past tho middle age 
and a quiet, conservative mau. In thniio 
days few questions were asked.as to wliere 
a man hailed from and whaii he hudprc- 
V ously been. We sized him up for what 
lio was then. I know nothing of Johnson 
except that ho was a hard worker, oven 
tempered and rather preferred solitude to 
company. He had three or four books 
among his baggage, and those, as I learn- 
ed after his death, were works too deep 
for the mind of the average miner to grap- 
ple with. 

In a rouiula'oout way I came to under- 
stand that ,1011113011 had queer ideas about 
death and tho future state, but he never 
discussed tho matter openly. It was my 
own private belief that he was a little 
" ofl'" in the head, and I also lealized that 
1 was not able to copo with his theories 
ineiiJally. Although almost opposite in 
all our ideas, we got alotig first rate to- 
gether and never had the slightcat iip- 
proach to a quarrel. 

One .lune day my tentmute was killed 
by a premature blast, as many a miner 
had been - before. Ho was dead before 
any one reached ' him, but we could all 
seo how his death had bijen brought 
about. Next day we buried him under 
tho only tree on Strawberry Hill, aa our 
camp had been named, and in a week w 
had almost ceased to remoinbor him. N 
ono knew where to send his few traps and 
tho little cash ho had on hand, and the 
first wero auctioned off and the second 
hold for a c'aiinant. 

Johnson had been buried about four 
weeks when the moil who woro working 
a claim at the cdgo of tiio hill on which 
liis grave had been dug accidentally ex 
ploded several pounds of powder. No 
ono was hurt, but a portion of tlio hill 
was torn away and the coflin unearthed 
and shattered. Wlien wo gathered 
around it we found it empty 1 I; had 
helped to lift the dead^ laan inttfjt.with 
my own hands, atid 1 had iiailed the cover 
down myself, but tho body had disappear- 
ed. There wasn't the slightest evidence 
that it had ever been put into the rough 
board coffin. Where had it gone to? 
There were eighty-four men of us in that 
canip, which was scores of miles from 
civilization, nndyou.canimagiue our won- 
der and consternation td' iiud -that body 
miising. Wo had i ho grave ^ undur our 
l ycs every day, and no cuuld say that at 
had been disturbed. 

It was no use to speculate. Thoro was 
tho empty box, and no man could furnish 
a reasonable theory as to where the body 
had gone. Tho idea (if body sn'itchiug 
was absurd. There was no other camp 
within twelxo miles of us. Johnson had 
been dead twenty hours when wo buried 
him. Wo knocked off W' rk for the day 
and gathered in groups and talked it over, 
but ^^hen night came the mystery was 
just as deep as ever.' Next d y thirty 
men packed up and left Strawberry Hill 
for now diggings. There was Boiiiothiiig 
.so uncanny about tho resurrection that no 
uKmey could luavo hired them to remain 
another night. I don't deny that those of 
us who remained felt a bit nervous and 
uncomfortable, but we were doing fairly 
well m our respective claims and w re 
willing to risk something by staying.

Tho man I saw had disappeared, 
and 1 W's unmercifully guyed for having 
an attack of niglitinarc. 

Did I see Johnson 'I Was I really 
awake ? 1 w.iuld have sworn to it a dozen 
tiniea over, and yet nut a man in: the' 
camp believed my statements. The adult 
reader won't ; only here and tliote will 
any ono bo found to admit that it migiit 
possibly iiavo been so. There haa never 
been a doubt iu my mind, lioHever, luid 
it will at least interest you to learn what 
happened next day. \Vo wero drifting 
into Strawboriy Hill again, and it was my 
tu'n at the heading. 1 was detained fif- 
teen minutes at tho totit to sliarptju some 
tools, and a miner named .laokfiuii took 
my place temporarily. He had not been 
at work live ininutea when there was a 
fall of rook and lio was crushed to death. 
His fate would liavo been mino had 1 been 
on time. Did ,1011118011 come to warn me? 
Some of tho miners believed so, and some 
still declared that I.hid,seen nothing. 1 
was utideqided,'b^b lea^ the be- 

ief that liis~ visit had something to do 
with my cacapo. 

A month later, as soon os I could do so 
without exciting ridicule, I left tliu dig 
ginga and wont to Bald Eagle Gulch, fifty 
miles away. Th-ro woro about Beveiuy 
men on the ground and I was a straiiuet 
to all. I staked out a claimi;,put| up my 
tent, and waa soon a ' residenb of the 



Gulch. One night obout the middle of 
September, having gone to bed earlier 
than usual on account of nut feeling well, 
I was aroused at exactly half an hour 
after midnight by some one sp aking my 
name. I say I heard a voice call mo by 
iiamo, but 1 cn't oiler you any proof, 
You will say I thought 1 did, as ono who 
is aroused cannot toll just what sound 
disturbed hia slumbers. I will lot it ,go 
at that. Tho instant I opened my eyes I 
saw Egbert Johnson. In this case my 
bunk faced the door and the fly of the 
tent jjas doWn, while tho interiorvWiss 
daik. Where the light came from I sholl 
not attempt to discuss ; there was a light, 
however — a light strong enough to enable 
me to seo tho faco and figure of niy old 
teiitmato. I saw him just aa plainly ns I 
ever saw a living huiiian being, but only 
for a few seconds. Then ho faded away 
and was gone, and though terribly .rattled 
I had not cried out. 

After a few niiiiutea, when I could get 
sonio of tiiy nerve back, 1 got up and 
dressed and walked out. 'Ihero was a 
light in the tent next to mino on tho right, 
but all others wero dark. I walked down 
ti the creek, thirty rods awaj', and had 
just reached it when there c:imu a sudden 
fiaali and a terrific report, and I thought 
tho whole diggings had been blown sky 
ward. It was a powder explosion in the 
tent next to mine, where I had seen the 
light. Six tents were swept away by that 
terrific blast, and four niou wero killed 
and six others more or lees injured. Of 
tho two men in tho tent with tho powder 
\\a found only fragments. It is my (inn 
belief that Egbert Johnson appeared that 
night to warn me of tho danger which 
menaced. You will smile in pity and 
contoinpt, oven though ut midnight to- 
nitilit the mysterious tappi<g of a "death 
tick" in the wainscoting will shake your 
nerve and give j'ou unpleasant thoughts. 
1 have no argument ; your smiles will not 
clear up the mystery or illusion, or what- 
ever el-e you choose to call it. 

No one at^the Gulch kii"w of my visitor, 
and you may be suro I d d not spread tho 
information, \ybilo I felt that.ih one 
senao my old' tentiiiato had constituted 
liimaelf my protector, the idea of being 
watched over by a spirit took away my 
nerve and finally induced me to quit tho 
country, . I went to an eastern state and 
engaged in o her business, and it svas two 
years before I saw Egbert ,]ohnson again. 
I was visiting frionda at a fannhouso in 
Ohio, and it was suuimer time. I occu- 
liied a bedroom ofl' tho parlor, and the 
night of which I write was' a) close -and 
sultry one. This time I was more certain 
of tho cause of iny awakening. An out- 
side b iiid on my bedroom window was 
swinging to and fro and giving forth a 
creaking sound, The em tain was up and 
tho sash raised, andlcuiildi see the blind 
move. ■ 

Tho evening had been without a breath 
of air, but now I felfc tho wind and won- 
dered if a storm wis a hand. 1 hud been 
awake at least five minutes when I sud- 
denly saw my old tcntmatu in tho room. 
Ho stood facing me, liis right hatid rest- 
ing on tho footboard of tlio bed, and he 
wiis dressed the same as when I last saw 
him. If all the wcirld.wiui io tell line, that 
I was asleep, or that I didn't actually see 
him, it would make no dilleienco to me. 
I liHOXO that he stood thoro liaikingat mo, 
every feature as lifelike as the day before 
ho was killed, and so why should I argue 
tho case ? For one long minute 1 looked 
full into his face, saying to myself that ho 
must be a li^'ing man. 1 was not un- 
nerved as before, and should have spoken 
to him had ho not suddenly disappe red. 

What followed ffas -recorded in the 
newspapers, I got out of bed, pulled on 
my trousers and went into tho jiailor and 
looked out of a weat window facing the 
road. I had just made out that a black 
thundercloud covered the sky when there 
came a blinding flash and I fell to the 
floor. Half an hour later, when -1 had 
been revived, I learned what- had occur- 
red.

When the 
rumble of the trucks hod died away in the 
distance Egbert Johnsou faded out of ex- 
isteiice as a June fug vuuishes before the 



summer sun, and I was all alone in ths 

room. Will ho come as?ain ? And when 
and where ?
